Tlie third fatality ai a reHull of llie 
wreck was the death of Knglneor 
Frank Lorlng, of Covington, Ky., Fire- 
man W. c. Paris, of Covington. Ky.. 
and Yard Brakeman M, J. Baly. of 
Rusaell, were killed when the fast 
passenger train, No. 4, crashed Into 
a yard engine as it was on a main- 
line croBs-over. 

Others ot the Injured. E, Basenback, 
yard conductor, D. T. Lane, yard en- 
gineer, and R. B. Hobba. yard flreman. 
were aald yesterday to be somewhat 
improved. 

While the cause of the collision is 
yet to be officially determined, it Is 
supposed that the change In the time 
of Number 4, effective last Sunday, 
may have had aomethlng to do with 
the wreok. The time of No. 4 was 
advanced exactly one hour. For years 
the train ordinarily arrived In Hunt- 
ington at 2:20 a. m.
